Claims 1-5 and 7-12 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to 

teach, disclose, or fairly suggest a method for recycling water used in the 
processing of poultry comprising recovering a portion of water used in a non- 
chilling processing step of poultry processing, said step including passing water 
through a recovery sump comprising a basin having first and second 
compartments, basin, and skimming means arranged as recited in claim 1 ; 
treating the recovered water by reacting ozone with the water to produce 
surfactants; and reusing the treated water in another step of poultry processing.
